PLANNING IMPROVEMENT 


WOULD DREDGE OUT LAGOON 


H ouse Will Be Moved 
to 
Position 


P arallel with Road; W ater Net* 


Concrete Bridge to be Used 


The board of pubHc 
works I, 
m aking plans for a new location for 
the public baths next 
year. 
plan a t present is to turn the bath 
house around until 
it is 
parallel 
with the road and a little farther 
inland. 
Then the place below the 
concrete bridge will be dredged out 
and the sand throw n upon the banks 
m aking an ideal bathing beach, a 
small outlet is to be made to the 
Mississippi and another 
into West 
channel, th u s assuring a continual 
supply of fresh water. This work will 
cost in the neighborhood of $3,000 
according to A rthur Roberge, mem­ 
ber of the board who has charge of 
the baths. 
“ At present the council is appro, 
priating $500 a year for the mainte^ 
nance for the North Side and $500 
for th e south side baths. 
If the 
council will appropriate enough so 
th a t we can do the work oulined I 
think th a t the bath can be made a 
paying institution. 
Last year with 
the high w ater delaying us we took 
in $680 d u ring the m onths of July, 
August and September. 
Now,” said 
Mr. Roberge, “ with the baths inland 
there will be no trouble with high 
water and the season will be greatly 
lengthened. 
I figure th at we will 
have a much larger patronage ac­ 
cording to the new plans, as nearly 
all th e danger will be eliminated. At 
present, a great many people who 
w ant to get into the deeper water 
have to go out into the current which 
is very dangerous. 
With the baths 
inland the bathers could have 
as 
deep w ater as they wanted and there 
would be no current. 
The 
beach 
would be greatly improved and there 
would be accommodations for a much 
larger crowd.” 
It is probable th a t the matter will 
be brought up before the council in 
the near fu tu re as it will be necessa­ 
ry to sta rt the work as soon as the 
ice goes out in order to have things 
ready 
by sum m er. 
lh regard to the North Side bath 
the board is “ up a tree.” 
The $500 
appropriated yearly for the 
north 
side bath will not be nearly enough 
to build a bath house and do the re­ 
quired dredging and filling in nec­ 
essary to m ake the bath practicable. 
At present the river bank is low and 
swampy and it would be impossible.

Among others on the 
program are W. C. Green of Ohio, 
who recently published his experi­ 
ence of ten years with apple orch' 
ards; George Tippin, who will speak 
on co-operative ^marketing of fruits, 
and Prof. J. W. Livingston of Platte­ 
ville norm al school, who will talk 
on beautifying school grounds. 
As usual, the sessions will be hpld 
in Guild hall;
